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Prices  paid  for  most  varieties  of  Amorican  apples  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  on  Th-orsday,  Jan-oary  23,  192S,  shor;  an  up\Tard  trend,  according  to 
a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe. 
Barreled  supplies  in  general  were  light  "but  the  Virginia  Staymans  and  York 
Imperials  showed  a  large  amount  of  scald.    Apples  shipped  in  shredded  oil 
paper,  hov,-ever,  sho\78d  practically  no  scald.    New  York  barreled  apples  are 
arriving  in  firm  and  in  good  condition.    Boxed  apples  shipped  via  the 
Panama  Canal  have  been  arriving  in  splendid  condition,  according  to  Mr. 
Sm.ith. 

^Only  light  supplies  of  Virginia  Yorks  ^vere  available  this  week  but 
much  of  the  fruit  was  badly  scalded.    Emit  in  such  condition  brought  only 
from  $2.92  to  $2.93  per  barrel.    G-ood  condition  Yorks,  however,  ranged  from 
$7.30  to  $7.54  for  U.S.  Ho.  1,  2\  inch  stock  as  against  $6.57  to  $7,13  last 
week,    Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  were  in  moderate  supply  but  met  with  only 
a  moderate  demand  due  to  the  poor  condition  of  the  fruit.    Unclassified  2\ 
inch  stock  in  good  condition  ranged  from  $5.35  to  $5.33  per  barrel.     The  de- 
mand for  Pippins  was  affected  by  the  large  quantity  of  low  grade  fruit  on  the 
market,  states  Mr,  Smith.     There  was  a  good  demand  for  the  light  supplies  of 
i^ew  York  Baldwins  available,  fruit  in  ^ood  condition  selling  at  $7.06  for  U. 
S,  No.  1,  Z%  inch  stock.     There  was  also  a  good  demand  for  New  York  Greenings, 
U,S,  No.  1,  24  inch  stock  ranging  from  $6.08  to  $6.81  as  against  $5.50  to 
96.20  last  week. 

There  was  an  active  demand  for  Washington  Ev.jne  Beputys,  Combination 
packs  of  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  stock,  sizes  150/163/175  bringing  $3.10  per 
Dox. ^  In  general  supplies  of  red  apples  from  the  Pacific  Coast  were  light. 
No  Winesaps  at  all  were  available  for  the  Liverpool  auction.    Light  supplies 
were  offered  in  London  and  brought  from  $3.04  to  $3.16  per  box  for  Extra 
Fancy  stock.    There  was  an  active  demand  in  Liverpool  for  Oregon  Spitsenbergs 
but  the  demand  for  Oregon  Newtowns  was  slower  although  Extra  Fancy  Newtowns 
from  the  Medford  district  ranged  from  $3.16  to  $3.28  per  box.     Oregon  Newtowns 
were  in  liberal  supply,  according  to  Mr.  Smith-
